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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7-10, 12, 13, 16, 21, and 24-31 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Amendment and arguments filed on 6/24/08 are persuasive to overcome the prior art 
rejections. Specifically, arguments are persuasive in identifying that Uchida and Nakamura fail 
to disclose or suggest the proposed alignment between the extraordinary refractive index of the 
liquid crystal cell and the polarizing plate combined with the retardation characteristics of the 
retardation films (Remarks Pages 15-16).
